ter, Chicago. - . . 

"The best single method of con- 
trolling bleeding is to apply di- 
rect hand pressure lo the wound 
with a thick pad of cloth," ad- 
v ises Mr. Kline. "It is. especially 
important for sportsmen to be 
aware of Ibis as the bunting sea- 
son gets under way, for hunting 
accidents ^usually occur many 
miles from community medical 
raeililics." 

"Several layers of. cloth or a 
folded piece of clothing wilt do as 
a compress. If a -dressing is 
not' ' immediately available, the 
bare hand should be used until a 
cloth pad can be brought into usn. 
Although ideally the dressing 
should be clean, a dirty cloth is 
better than.no cloth at. all," Mr. 
Klein adds. 

"If the wound is deep, the fin- 
gers and/or dressing should he 
inserted into if and firm pressure 
applied." 

Do not remove a dressing that 
hecomes soaked with blood, Mr. 
Kline continues. Apply more 
layers on fop of it. Direct pres- 
sure can be maintained by ban- 
daging the compress firmly in 
place. 

Also, elevate a bleeding arm or 
leg if there arc no fractures and 
if such elevation will not cause 
additional damage to flic injured 
part, Mr. Kline and the volunteer 
lirst aid Instructors' leach Chi- 
cago and suburban students in 
first aid classes. 

To' treat for shock, lay. the vic- 
tim down, but keep the injured 
part higher than - the victim's 
Wart. Maintain normal body 
temperature, but do nut overheat 
the victim, is Red Cross advice, 
according to Mr. Kline, 

Remember that the small en- 
try wound of a gunshot may be 
misleading; extensive internal in- 
juries may have occurred.. All 
gunshot victims should receive 
medical alien lion as promptly as 
possible. 

"Everyone who hunts should 
know first aid," Mrr. Kline stress- 
es; "Our offices offer free 
courses year-round— including J!50 
classes in Chicago and suburbs 
during October — "First Aid 
Month." 

Mr. Kline concludes, "Bring 
back your rabbit, your squirrel, 
your deer, not a wounded fellow 
hunlcr.*!
